Bbortly af- 
tavward, ia tha sama yaar, th«y and a fow 
followors firom tha aama aanntry formad.a 
community and namod it Zoiur, booaaaa 
they looked upon their hosso as a plaaa of 
refuge from the world, whiah Iknj tS f Od 
Su<lom and Gomorrah. 

The inhabitants, who have no desire to 
amass' wealth, work for one common end, 
that is, for the good of the community, 
whioh owns and controls the entire village, 
including thousands of acres of the riohost 
land in the Uuokaye State. The money

for t'.ie city and never return; but a great 
proportion live and die there, and the litti't 
cemetery marks the graves of many of the

Bamo of the descendants of the original 
fouadara are all still r*sid*nts th*r* ; in 
fkot, 'all but throo woro bom and brod 
tb*ro, but they all daaoaaid firom nativaa of 
Wurtemburg, Bavaria and Badoa. Simon 
Bouter, the gardnar of tha town, ono of th* 
living three who emigrated to the village, 
came there in 18 in. He liaf charge of the 
most beautiful g;rleu imaginable. He 
raises not only vegetables and tl iwers of 
Northern origin, but makes a ^pi cialty of 
growing Ijroplcal plant.s of the rarcMt sort.*, 
including a eomplete variety of the cactus, 
all grades of tbo night-blooming cereus, 
magnolias, lamen and orange trees, bear- 
ing on tha avorage 8U0 lemons and orangos 
upon ovary traa. Ho is a somplet* master 
of his art, and haa tha botaaieal namsa of 
all the flowers at his tongue's namo. 

They profess to be as happy and con- 
tented a^ the woii!thie«t people in the 
world; they want for nothing; there is no 
jealousy anon;^ their meml ors, on I they 
always abide by tbo do-ision of the coi;i- 
mittce. Their bou!«e« are not alike ; some 
lll^Te a poorer apj^enratico than others, but 
Ihoy are all saiistied, pcrfnm their labor 
MOOrding to their ability, and w hen Sun- 
day aamo* have one day of re^t. 

They b*li*v* in tb* Uld and New Tasta- 
ments. attaad sorflaas oa Bunday morning 
and evenfaig, bara ao minister, but g^or- 
ally one of tbe oldor m*mb*rs is *bo**n to 
rea l a ulmpier from the Bible, make a few 
comineiits perhaps, and that is all.

By tha aol af May 98, 1880, distilled 
spirits may rami^ ia warshous* for three 
years fiNWi satry without payraont of the 
internal rovonna tax. At tha axpiration of 
that parlod tha tax must bo paid. Doalars 
who do not want to thrown their whisky on 
t!ie market are naturally averse to paying 
tl;e t«\ on it wliile in store. In order to 
s-eajie tliii^ tiix iliey conceived tbe plan of 
»\pnrtin,' an 1 then ri'lmporliii^r their 
goods. l'>y section ■,:■>,:':.) of the Itevisel 
Statutes distilled spirits may be withdrawn 

from .jliaUUacy l><indud wurfiliuiuUM 

for export without pnymeni of 
the tax. By aoelions 2,500 spirits of do- 
mestio prodneiion may. b« reiinported by 
payment of a duty ei|nalto tbo internal 
revenue tax, and by anotbor soetioa they 
may ))e kept in bond for one year and the 
duties paid at" the time of withdrawal, or 
three years by payment Of Iho dtttisa io- 
ereiijed ten per <'eiit. 

The ^•■heine of the dealer-j wnx to with- 
draw their >piriis from the w:ireii'>ii«e be- 
fore the tax became due. «hiii it to I'.cr- 
mnda. where it could he stored to advAnt- 
agc and w here the climate is remarkably 
favorable u> the aging of spirits, and re- 
ship it to this country when ibey were 
ready to sell. Hy this oonrso they would 
not escape payment of the internal revmue 
lax, because they would hav* to pay it on 
reimporting tbe whi«ky or withdrawing It 
from ihe b in led warehouse after its reim- 
portation, lint they would po-lpone tlie 
tiirie of piiviiiLT 'he tux until thev \scre 
ready lo put the w hiskv on ilie nmrket. 

The opinion of the .\ttorney General de- 
fea s this schema. He holds that shipment 
out of tb* ooantry with tho intention aud 
for th* oxpraaa iprpoa* af sbipplifg book 
again is not an asp*rtatlen within the 
meaning of tbe law, ann brae* doos not 
exempt the spirita fW>m tha roronno lax 
due and payable at the expiration of three 
years from the time of deposit In tho ware- 
house. 

This derision «ppli«'. however, only to 
cases where the denier skips out of the 
country with the intention of shipping back 
again. It doos not apply to a bona fide 
' export or to a reimport of what was ex- 
ported in good faith. For example, a man 
may ship whisky to a foroign oouatry with 
the int«nti«n of soiling it thtra. H* may 
i afterward tad th* h*aM baltar tbaa tb* 
for*ign narkot, ebang* his mind and bring 
his goods baek. This wonld ha a bona M* 
export and reimport. Whether a abipmoat 
is suah an export or not daponds on tho In- 
tention of Uie shipper, and tbe qaestion of 
la to be deiermiaea by psaot

The raid started ngsdnst the trade dol- 
lar, which has made rapid and larne pro- 
gress at most of the tinam i«l and com- 
niereial centres of the country, should 
exert a salntary influence on meml>erB of 
Contfress ami induce tham to give such 
consideration to this important question 
as will prepare tfiam to act promptly, 
upon tha saaambling of Congress upon a 
measure (or the redemption of this 
troublesome coin, and taking? it out of 
circulation. I'ntil tliut is done it-may be 
continually an nbjcct oi spe(-iilalion to 
the lossoi wiirkiiij.' jieople, ol discredit to 
the (ioverimieiit, and of >,'ain oidy to 
speculators. Nince the passage of the 
act of February 2S, 1S7S, authorizing the 
ooinnge of the stiindiird silver dollar of 
411*i i^rains, and making it a legal tender, 
numberous bills have been introduced 
in both branches of Oongresa for the cor- 
rection of the evil complaine<l of. Some 
of these bills received fa vor.d)le consider- 
ation fiiiiii the ( iimiiiiitees to which they 
were refi'rred, and were reported tor 
action of the rt-spiciixe Houses; 
but, nnforiunately for the business inter- 
ests of the country, all remediid meas- 
ures were neglected, and remained on 
the calendars without further notice. 
The movement now going on against tlie 
"trades" is so general, and is likely to 
work so much inconvt-nience and pecu- 
niary loss to so many people, thot there 
is reason to believe Conwrcs-* wil! be com 
pelled to redteiu it or to Kive it the 
h umI tender force it had when flrat is- 
sued. 

The (piestioM is frei|nei!lly asked why 
should there be no objection to the cir- 
i:ulation of the trade dollar, which con- 
tains 420 grains of silver, while a coin 
containing but 412i grains of silver is 
made a legal tender ? The trade dollar, 
unfortunately, is no longer a regular coin 
of the United States, but is s iiiply an 
iiiifot of silver, assayed at the (inverii- 
nient Mint and guaranteed to be of cer- 
tain liiu-ness and wei^tht. It was not in- 
tended for circulation in this ciiuntry, 
but was made to create a market in Asia 
and tSonth America for the product of 
our silver mines, and to accommodate 
American commerce in those countries. 
When the coinage of the trade dol.ar 
waa authorised, the standard dollar was 
not in circulation, and even had it been 
that coin would have not filled the re- 
(luiiemeiits of American merchants in- 
terested in tra<ie with China and Soutli 
Anieric:i, because it would would not cir- 
culate in those (-ountries against tlie 
Spanish ami Mt-xii-'an dollars, each of 
contained 417 15-17 grains of silver, or 
the Jap.tnese yen, wliich contains 416 
grains. Therefore, it was that Congress, 
to fnrther the interests of American 
commerce in China and South America, 
autiiorized the coinage of the trade (hd- 
lar, and it at once made its way in the 
countries to w liii h exported by reason of 
the fact that it contained more silver 
than similar coins of .'spaiii, Mexico ami 
.Jajian. The act of February 12, 187;i, au- 
thoiizing the coinage of the trade dohar, 
ina ie that coin a leijal ten ler for any 
amount not exceeding dve dollars, but 
the premium then existing on gold and 
silver, and which continued until the 
latter p.ift of 1878, pieventeil it from hi- 
iui! circulated in tins country east of tin- 
Rocky Mountains. Th-.it the tr.ide ibd- 
1 ir WHS not intended for circulaiiuii in 
the rnited St it -s is apparent irnm --sec- 
tion t wtuity-eii;bt of the m-! aii'liori/i ig 
its coinage, which sei-iion piovides " iiiai 
silver coins other than the trade dollar 
shall he paid uut at the several mints 
and at the as.say otiice in New York City 
in exchantte for gold coins, at par, in 
sums not less than one hundred dollars." 
Section two of the act of July 22, 1876, 
struck the legal tender quality from the 
trade dollar, nnd limited its coin. ige loan 
amount "sullicient lo meet the cx|)ort 
dem m l f-ir the same." Tie- trade dol- 
lar, therelore, having ii*^ legal btandiug 
as a coin of the U nited States is, in fact, 
no more than a silver inuot, or so much 
silver bullion, and, as the Government 
can purchase, silver bullion for 50 1-16 
pence )>er ounce which is at the rate of 
86 52 100 cents for 420 graioa, it will be 
readily understood by all busii^ess men 
why the trade dollar should not be jmr- 
chased for one bundr.-d cents. On the 
other liand, it may he, with propriety, 
held that as tin? (ioveinment is daily 
coining and forcing upon the people a 
silver dollar wiiich is worth only 84 83- 
1000 cents, ba»ed on the pre.sent bullion 
value of silver, it is bound by every 
principle of fair dealing to place the 
trade dollar on the same footing as the 
so-called standard dollar. 

The total number of trade dollars is- 
sued is :!o,y(il»,:>»iO, although ncnie have 
been coined since the pas^ii^'c of the act | 
of Febniiuy 2s, 1^7S, directiiu; the cuiii-' 
a^'e of t!ie standard silver di -liar at t he : 
rate of two millions per uionth. Tliel 
num!)er of trnde.doilars now circulating! 
in the United States cannot be stated 
with accuracy. If it were a ques- 
tion to redeem only those trade dol- 
lars now in circulation in the United 
State*, Congress would iierii ips be able 
to provide appropriate leji^Liiimi with- 
out miK-h obji-i-tiiiii nr (1 ml II ivei sy: Imt 
aii\ p|ii|io«*itiiiU to leili-em these cuius 
wi.iiM iiiviu- the importatiun ut a l.ir-er 
piopoitiun uf tin- thirty millions believed 
to he in c!!cul i' iun in foreign i'ountiit>s. 
And herein lies the obstacle that has 
lieretofore prevented reinedial legislation, 
in view of the fact that the snnual profits 
to the Government resulting from the 
coinage of the stsndard silver dollar is 
three nnd a half million dollars, it was 
rea.ionahle fu expei-t Cun;.'re3> tu rca. h a 
' scitlemeiU of tliis vexaiiuiis inn sliun by 
a liiiiiiiiL' the i)ro|)osiiiuii to i'xch;in'.:i'- 
tr.i'lL- dollar.-i for standard dollais. Such 
I an i-xch:in^'e might not give the •iovern- 
I ment the same amount of profit obtaineil 
by purchasing silver i;;notM at eighty-five 
cents and issuing them with certain de- 
vices and legends at one Itundred cents, 
but it would at least approach un honest 
transaction, and relieve the people of 
what tlireatens to he a severe loss. And 
again it is repeated that until C'ontrress 
can act, as it will now be compelled tu do 
those who have thoughtlessly falh-n iii 
with the movement to depreciate their 
current use as dollars, sliould see the ad- 
vantage of acting with forebarance and 
common aanae. The working people are 
tha obiaf aafKiran.
